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On June 10, 2005, Constellation NewEnergy-Gas Division, LLC (“Constellation“) filed 

in this docket a Complaint against Columbia Gas o f  Kentucky, Inc. (“Columbia”). In the Com- 

plaint, Constellation takes exception with certain penalties billed by Columbia to Columbia’s 

transportation customers for failure to comply with Daily Delivery Interruptions (“DDI”). These 

customers, who pay Columbia to deliver gas to them, have made arrangements with Constella- 

tion for the purchase of the gas delivered by Columbia. As stated in paragraph 4 of the Com- 

plaint, Constellation filed the Complaint “on its behalf and on behalf o f  its CKY customers.” 

Constellation clearly lacks standing to prosecute its complaint. In order to have standing 

in a lawsuit or an adjudicative proceeding “a party must have a judicially recognizable interest in 

the subject matter of the suit.” Healthamerica Coi-p. v. Humana Health Plan, 697 S.W.2d 946 

(1 985). The interest of a plaintiff must be a present or substantial interest as distinguished from a 

mere expectancy. Winn v. First Bank offwington, 581 S.W.2d 21, 23 (Ky.App. 1979) (holding
